Warehouse 
hit by early 
morning fire 

FIREFIGHTERS battled flames up 
to 40ft as a blaze broke out a ware¬ 
house in West Bromwich. 

The unit belonging to the 2 Sisters 
Food Group was gutted in the fire 
which broke out around 5am on 
Monday. 

Around 50 firefighters from sta¬ 
tions in Sandwell tackled the flames 
at Howard Street Industrial Estate. 

The premises are used by the frozen 
chicken company for storage. The fire 
burned through the roof of the 
17,255sq ft building leaving gaping 
holes. 

The warehouse contained two artic¬ 
ulated lorries and six cylinders of 
propane and butane as well as other 
storage and moving equipment. 

The police and fire service are 
invetigating the fire. The immdeiate 
cause was unknown but it did not 
affect the company’s production. 

The company was using the site as 
additional storage space and had 
taken on the unit earlier this year. 

Eight crews from stations across 
Sandwell battled the flames and made 
multiple return visits to ensure the 
site was safe. 

Nearby buildings were evacuated 
and a hydraulic platform was used to 
pour water onto the flames. 

Robbers attack 
elderly couple 

AN ELDERLY couple were viciously 
attacked and robbed in their Oldbury 
home after two men forced their way 
in. Both of the victims were left 
needing hospital treatment after the 
men stole a large amount of cash. 

Police officers, who have launched a 
major investigation, were called after 
reports that two men had forced their 
way into the property on Saturday 
night. The 77-year-old woman was 
threatened with a pair of secateurs, 
and hit while her husband, 80, was 
attacked with a walking stick. 


IMAGES have just been released to 
show how the landmark National 
Indoor Arena in Birmingham will look 
after a £20.6 million transformation. 

Work is set to start late next year on 
the building which will have a new 
doubled glazed glass frontage and 
three giant spikes will emerge from 
its roof so it can be seen from across 
the city.

“It also offers the chance to fulfil the 
ambitions of the city to be the place to 
visit for first-class facilities and the 
world’s best performers.” 


THE COUNCILLOR in 
charge of £861,000 plans to 
create a red route near The 
Hawthorns is open to sugges¬ 
tions from people unhappy 
with the scheme, it has been 
announced. 

It comes after businesses said 
the installation of the double red 
lines would have a “devastating 
effect” on their trade. 

Sandwell Council wants to put in 
place the route on roads near the 
West Bromwich Albion football 
ground to prevent people from stop¬ 
ping and parking on roads from junc¬ 
tions one and two of the M5. 

Bethel Convention Centre,on 
Kelvin Way, which attracts 70,000 
visitors annually, fears it will be hit. 

Albion bosses have said they fear 
restrictions on Kenrick Way, where 
760 supporters park on verges for 
matches at The Hawthorns, could 
put fans off attending. 

But Sandwell’s cabinet member 
for neighbourhood services, Council¬ 
lor Derek Rowley has said he is open 
to comments from people affected by 
the scheme before a decision is made. 

He said: “I want to look at all the 
options and hear from people who 
are and aren’t in favour of it and then 
I will come to a decision about it. I am 
not biased.” 

Michael Da Costa, general 
manager at Bethel Convention 
Centre, which has parking for 350 
cars, said parking problems would 
simply move if plans went through. 

He said: “I can understand the 
need for a red route along Kenrick 
Way, Trinity Way and by the M5

junction, especially on West 
Bromwich Albion match days, but I 
sincerely believe there would be 
even greater disruption if the red 
route was implemented along Kelvin 
Way.” 

He added: “In most cases where 
more than 350 to 400 people attend 
events, people park their cars on 
Kelvin Way. 

“Up to 35 per cent of our events are 
attended by 450 to 2,500 people per 
day and it is already a challenge to 
manage the parking for cars and 
coaches. 

“This is something we have coordi¬ 
nated with the help of local police. 

“I do not believe due consideration 
has been given to the fact that Bethel 
Convention Centre attracts so many 
visitors.” 

Solve 

Mark Miles, Albion’s head of facil¬ 
ity operations and developments, 
added: “Although we understand the 
council’s reasons for wanting to 
introduce a red route, it would create 
parking issues for supporters. 

“As part of the consultation 
process, we have suggested alterna¬ 
tive ideas to help alleviate ‘unsafe’ 
and ‘inconsiderate’ parking.” 

Council bosses say the restrictions 
will speed up transport links for 
businesses already in, and looking to 
move to the area, and solve historic 
problems for residents being boxed 
in their homes by football fans. 

St Pauls ward Councillor Paramjit 
Randhawa backs the plans. “The red 
route plans would solve match day 
parking problems for residents that 
have suffered for years,” she said. 


Town ‘on 
road to 
recovery’ 

MULTI-million pound investment that 
will see a revamp of West Bromwich’s 
Queen’s Square Shopping Centre has been 
hailed as a major boost for the town. 

The £5 million upgrade will see new 
entrances built at the centre on the High 
Street and adjacent to The Public arts 
centre to tie in with the £200 million Tesco 
regeneration scheme. 

Work to replace the leaky roof, put in 
lighting, refurbish public toilets, install 
new escalators and update shop fronts will 
also take place. Staircases to the adjacent 
850-space car park will be overhauled. 

Repairs will also be carried out to the 
mall floor and ceilings will be replaced and 
the centre’s fire protection system will be 
improved with sprinklers installed. 

The scheme will be jointly funded by 
Sandwell Council and Fairacre Asset Man¬ 
agement which runs the centre. 

Councillor Steve Eling, deputy leader 
and cabinet member for strategic 
resources at Sandwell Council, welcomed 
the planned investment. 

He said: “Nobody will be happier than 
me for a way forward on this. If a sound 
business case comes through and we can 
get on with it that will be something I will 
be very pleased to see. Queen’s Square is 
important to the whole of the West 
Bromwich centre.” 

It was originally believed the refurbish¬ 
ment would cost about £750,000, which 
would have been covered by the authority. 
It is hoped tender documents for the 
project will be ready by February, when 
council bosses will decide between four 
developers for the work. The investment 
comes as the 1960s shopping centre is only 
half let - with just 33 of the 61 units filled. 

Leigh Perl, partner at Fairacre which 
manages Queens Square Shopping 
Centre, said: “The road back to recovery 
has started now that Tesco is starting 
works - that’s exactly the shot in the arm 
the town needed.” 

125 posts go at 
drugs company 

A DRUG supplier has announced it is 
closing a Smethwick warehouse, leaving 
125 workers facing the axe. AAH Pharma¬ 
ceuticals, which supplies Lloydspharmacy, 
wants to shut the branch next year. 

The firm has begun a 90-day formal con¬ 
sultation process with staff members. 

The Chronicle’s sister paper, the Exp¬ 
ress & Star has been told the 125 full-time 
workers are being invited to reapply for a 
handful of jobs at the firm’s other branches 
in Swansea, Southampton and Bristol. 

The wife of one worker, who asked not to 
be named, said employees were told the 
news in the staff room. She said. “No-one 
knew anything about it.” 

AAH Pharmaceuticals has been based at 
Langley House in Summit Crescent for 
more than five years. Confirming the 
plans, AAH spokesman Dean Enon said: 
“AAH continually reviews its branch 
network to ensure its operations are as 
cost-effective and efficient as possible.” 
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A new legal battle delays decision on casino 


A£6 MILLION casino devel¬ 
opment due to create 120 jobs 
but has been delayed after a 
rival firm relaunched a legal 
challenge against its licence. 
The long-awaited complex has 
been hit with numerous set¬ 
backs. 

Grosvenor Casinos was granted 
a licence by Sandwell Council to 
open a venue at Birchley Island in 
Oldbury as part of a wider leisure 
development. 

But rivals Clockfair Ltd, which 


own Shaftesbury Casino in nearby 
West Bromwich, claimed the 
licence should not have been 
allowed because it had been 
transferred from another site and 
launched an appeal. 

That appeal was dismissed by 
District Judge Graham Wilkin¬ 
son, last month, which should 
have paved the way for develop¬ 
ment to go ahead. 

But Grosvenor Casinos has con¬ 
firmed the decision will be 
reviewed again after Clockfair 
Ltd referred the matter to the 


High Court. It means a decision on 
the costs of the first legal chal¬ 
lenge has been put back until the 
High Court hearing is finally 
resolved. 

A start date for the develop¬ 
ment, as well as the start of 
recruitment for the new jobs, has 
now been put on hold. 

Reached 

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
authority’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, said: “This is an 
external matter for the two com¬ 


panies but we hope a decision can 
be reached soon to bring these jobs 
into Sandwell.” 

Grosvenor Casinos was origi¬ 
nally granted a casino licence six 
years ago for a development it had 
planned in nearby Halesowen 
Street. 

Bosses had wanted to expand 
the existing Mecca Bingo, which it 
owns. 

The firm later applied to trans¬ 
fer the casino licence to Birchley 
Island, off junction two of the M5 
in Oldbury, because of hold-ups 


with the original scheme caused 
by a planning wrangle. Grosvenor 
Casinos wants to build the G 
Casino as part of a £15 million 
overall plan by developer St 
Modwen, which will include 
offices and an 80-bed hotel. 

The complex is due to open in 
2013. 

A blanket ban on casinos was 
introduced in Sandwell in 2006 
over fears on the impact of gam¬ 
bling. 

The original licence was made 
in 2005.

TWO masked thugs who broke into a pensioner’s Black 
Country home and battered him before stealing his money 
have been jailed for a total of 19 years. 

Brett Stanton and Matthew Warren repeatedly punched 68-year- 
old Robert Vaughan as he lay in bed and then took his bank cards 
from his back pocket. They then went on to take £300 from the 
account of the Tividale pensioner, who had been the victim of a 
similar attack just a few months earlier. 

Prosecutor Mr Harpreet Sandhu told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
Tuesday that the defendants broke into 
Mr Vaughan’s home through a window 
during the early hours of April 29. 

One of the men held the victim in his 
bed and punched him in the face before 
demanding jewellery and money. The 
victim was then flipped over by the pair 
and had credit cards stolen before he 
handed over his pin number. 

Just 15 minutes later, Stanton, 29, of 
Dixons Green Road, Dudley, and Warr¬ 
en, 25, of St John’s Road, Dudley with¬ 
drew £300 from a cash point. That 
transaction was recorded on CCTV and 
the men were arrested soon after. 

Mr Sandhu told the court heard that 
Mr Vaughan had been left feeling “vul¬ 
nerable and insecure” as a result of the 
raid at his home and that he had been 
a victim of a similar offence in January. 

Both defendants admitted robbery 
and theft while Stanton also admitted 
burgling a house in Dudley on May 10 
and possessing heroin on October 19. 

The court heard that Stanton had 
previous convictions for burglaries, 
thefts and violence. 

In one case, he pushed an 87-year-old 
lady to the ground and snatched her 
shopping bag. Warren also had previ¬ 
ous convictions for affray, burglary 
theft and fraud. 

Judge Michael Challinor jailed 
Stanton for 10 years while Warren was 
given a nine-year jail term. 


Parking costs 
go unchanged 

A FREEZE on charges at 
council car parks in Sandwell for 
the next year has been formally 
approved by council bosses. 

Despite facing cutbacks, the 
authority is keeping parking 
charges at the same levels for 
2012/13 as this financial year. 

Sandwell Council’s neighbour¬ 
hood services cabinet advisory 
team gave its backing to the pro¬ 
posal at a meeting. 

Councillor Derek Rowley the 
cabinet member for neighbour¬ 
hood services, said: “There will be 
no charge increase in our public 
car parks, both on-street and off- 
street for the next 12 months.” 

Sandwell already has some of 
the lowest charges in the region. 
It is hoped that by pricing 
parking spaces competitively, it 
will attract more shoppers into 
the borough’s town centres. 

It had been feared that parking 
charges in the borough could in¬ 
crease by as much as 20 per cent 
due to the council having to find 
savings of £75 million by 2015.

Crackdown 
on sellers of 
fake goods 

FAKE clothing, DVDs and jewellery are flooding 
the Black Country and Staffordshire in the run-up 
to Christmas. 

Trading standards officers are stepping up surveillance 
of pubs and car boot sales to crack down on sellers looking 
to cash-in on Christmas sales. And officers are also track¬ 
ing internet auction sites after it emerged sellers have 
been turning to the web to flog their goods. 

It can now be revealed that illegal traders have been 
linked to serious and organised crime. 

And investigators have issued a stark warning to 
bargain hunters about the potential “deadly dangers” of 
buying fake goods for their loved ones. 

Among items recovered by investigators across the 
region are fake GHD hair straightener irons, Gucci jew¬ 
ellery Slendertone muscle-enhancing machines and fash¬ 
ionable Ugg boots, all being sold at a fraction of their worth. 

Sandwell Council’s trading standards manager, Bob 
Charnley, said: “The recent economic climate and credit 
crunch may tempt shoppers to buy cheaper products this 
festive season. Christmas counterfeiters are back with a 
vengeance and the bargains they appear to offer are not 
just a rip-off but could also be harmful. 

“At best, shoddy goods will be a disappointment — at 
worst, they could prove to be a deadly gift, particularly to 
young children.” 

But you can a few steps when buying certain goods: 

Avoid buying from a person or place that might not offer 
you the consumer protection rights you are entitled to. 

Think about the person you are buying from, the place 
and the price. If goods are faulty or unsafe, your chances of 
a refund are remote. 

Look for the ‘Lion Mark’ on toys and games. 

Get a receipt for the gift you are buying so you have proof 
of purchase. Receipts mean you may be able to return the 
item outside the 28 days stores normally allow. 

When buying clothes and shoes, examine the stitching 
and seams in garments. 

Always be suspicious of too-good-to-be-true bargains. 

When buying online, read feedback on sites such as to 
see if other shoppers have had problems with the seller. 


Bus firm still looking 
for a new location 


A COACH firm is still 
looking for a new site after 
being forced to make way for 
the borough’s planned super 
hospital. 

Thandi Executive prem¬ 
ises in London Street, Smeth¬ 
wick, is to be bought by 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust 
after a compulsory purchase 
order was issued. The new 
£370 million Midland Metro¬ 
politan Hospital is to built at 
land in Grove Lane.Bosses of 
the coach firm said in March 
they were looking at moving 
to a site next to Junction 1 of 
the M5. 

However, chiefs have 
revealed that deal was not 
definite. The firm is licensed 


for 14 coaches and was 
looking to expand from its 
current yard and office 
space on London Street. 

Owner Ajmal Singh, who 
runs the business with twin 
brother Sukhi Singh, has 
said the ideal location would 
be near to the motorway. 

Many of the businesses, 
who have all been issued 
with compulsory purchase 
orders, say they have to be 
out by December 31. 

But some say they have 
not received an offer in 
writing — or have received 
offers well below the value of 
their premises, leaving 
them with concerns that 
they will not be able to afford 
to relocate.

INSPIRATIONAL tales of bravery and 
resilience in the face of rioting mobs have 
been celebrated by West Midlands Police. 

A total of 145 police officers, volun¬ 
teers, shopkeepers and residents were 
honoured last week for the role they 
played in bringing the region to order 
after thugs rampaged through the 
streets during ugly scenes in August. 

A ceremony for the first Police Com¬ 
munity Awards was staged in the Grand 
Hall at the University of Birmingham. 

Opening the event, Chief Constable 
Chris Sims said that the awards were in 


recognition of “real, real acts of defiance 
in the face of disorder — acts of great 
courage”. 

Awards were given to officers who 
came under fire from yobs throwing 
bricks, concrete and metal bars, while 
others were handed to members of com¬ 
munities who tried to restore calm. 

Among the award-winners was Pc 
Donna Page, 40, who usually patrols in 
the Tipton area but was called to 
Oldbury following outbreaks of disorder 
on the night of August 9 into 10. At about 
2.30am, officers received reports of the 


Hindu temple coming under attack. 
They came across a gang of up to 100 
people in the middle of the road, having 
started a fire. When officers confronted 
them, the yobs started throwing metal 
bars at them, along with bricks and 
lumps of concrete — one of which hit Pc 
Page in the side, cracking two ribs. 

She was taken to Sandwell Hospital 
and, despite the advice of her sergeant, 
was back on the streets two hours later. 
“It’s just what we all felt we had to do -1 
couldn’t sit there and not help,” she said. 

Wolverhampton businesswoman 


Louise Johnson was commended for her 
“extreme braver/’. 

Miss Johnson refused to move from 
outside her hairdressing salon as scores 
of rioters rampaged down Queen Street, 
looting stores. 

The 52-year-old faced the baying mob 
with arms outstretched as they threat¬ 
ened to destroy her business and told 
them: “You are not having my shop.” 

Ch Cons Sims said the rioting “came 
out of the blue but there were some mag¬ 
nificent acts that took place, a resilience 
in terrible circumstances”. 


Scheme unveiled for 
all-girls high school 


A NEW school for 800 girls is set to be opened in Sandwell 
under ambitious plans which have just emerged. 

The free school, being set up by a group of former teachers and head¬ 
teachers, could open as early September 2013 if proposals are 
approved by the Department for Education. It would be called 
Sandwell High School for Girls. 

It would the first all girls school in the borough and bosses say it is being set 
up due to demand for a high quality establishment. 

The new school is being set up by The Griffin Schools Trust and a consulta¬ 
tion is set to be launched on the plans, before an application is submitted to the 
Department for Education by the end 
of February next year. 

Director Liz Lewis said: “The Griffin 
Schools Trust has been recently set up 
by a group of us that have worked 
together for a long time. 

“We are all education specialists and 
project management people. 

“We work in a group together, we 
have been heads of international 
schools, independent schools and the 
highest and lowest performing 
schools.” 

Expertise 

The trust has six members plus a 
steering group of people who will lend 
their time and expertise to the project, 
Ms Lewis said. 

If approved, the school hopes to be 
open for its first intake of 120 Year 7 
pupils by September 2013 and bosses 
believe there is demand for such a 
school in the borough. 

A site for the school has not yet been 
chosen. 

In October the Excellence Academy 
in West Bromwich was one of 55 new 
free schools that were given the green 
light by Education Secretary Michael 
Gove to open their doors next year. 

Free schools, which are a flagship 
education reform of the coalition Gov¬ 
ernment, are semi-independent state 
schools set up by parents, teachers, 
faith groups and other organisations.

Council set to 
hire expert 
archeologists 

ARCHAEOLOGISTS will be bought 
in for specific projects by Sandwell 
Council after chiefs axed its own 
department to cut costs. 

The staff, who recently discovered 
some of the earliest artefacts in the 
borough in Tipton, left the authority 
last week. The department consisted of 
borough archaeologist Dr Graham 
Eyre Morgan and his assistant. Now 
bosses say archaeologists will be 
brought in when needed but costs will 
be covered by developers in future. 

Councillor Ray Nock, leader of the 
borough’s Tory opposition group, ques¬ 
tioned the move. He said: “The council 
has a statutory obligation to provide an 
archaeology service but to sack its own 
department, then have to bring some¬ 
one in afterwards, does not make sense.” 

The department searched develop¬ 
ment land for artefacts, and published 
documents on their discoveries. 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet memb¬ 
er for regeneration, hit back at the crit¬ 
icism. He said: “This was not an easy 
decision, and the individuals involved 
worked hard, but we have to make cuts 
because austerity measures are going 
on until 2017 under this government.” 

The team discovered evidence of a 
12th Century timber building in Sh¬ 
rubbery Avenue, Tipton, thought to be 
the earliest find of its kind in the town.

Pubs given orders to 
get their house in order

TWO Sandwell pubs have had tighter conditions imposed on 
their licences after being hauled before council bosses for 
breaking rules. 

The Asbury Tavern, in Great Barr, could previously serve alcohol 
into the early hours but now it will stop at midnight. Meanwhile, the 
West Bromwich-based Hall End Tavern, known locally as The Rampa, 
has been banned from letting customers drink in the beer garden after 
9pm. The landlord was also given a warning. 

Police called for the licence review of The 
Asbury Tavern, which is based in Newton 
Road and is owned by Spirit Pub Company 
(Leased) Limited, after problems with fights 
and drug taking. 

A report to the licensing committee said 
on August 13 at 12.55am, 29 police officers 
were called to reports of disorder involving 
50 people, who used pool cues and broken 
glasses as weapons. 

And on September 23 at 9pm, the pub was 
visited and traces of cocaine were found in 
the male toilets. The pub was previously 
owned by Derek Mann. 

The panel heard Spirit had removed Mr 
Mann and agreed to impose restrictions and 
install CCTV. 

Safety 

Police said the the Hall End Tavern, in 
Vicarage Road, Hateley Heath was jeopar¬ 
dising the “safety of the public”. 

A report written by officers to Sandwell 
council’s licensing committee said: “Serious 
disorder has recently occurred both within 
and outside the premises. This is a crime. 
Noise from the premises and from patrons 
leaving the premises is causing a public nui¬ 
sance.” 

The council ordered the pub make sure 
CCTV was available to police if required. 

Councillor Peter Allen, chairman of 
Sandwell Council’s licensing committee, 
said: “The police were comfortable with the 
conditions we placed on both pubs. 

“We think these changes will curb the 
problems with these pubs. 


Man refused 
drink licence 

LICENSING bosses have 
turned down a Wednesbury 
man’s request to take over 
his family’s off-licence, 
because of a previous drink 
driving conviction. 

Harminder Singh Bratch, of 
Manor House Road, had 
applied to run Manor wines, 
also in Manor House Road. 

But a Sandwell Council 
licensing meeting heard the 33- 
year-old had been hauled before 
the courts in January for drink 
driving. 

He received a 12-month com¬ 
munity order and ordered to 
serve 60 hours unpaid work 
plus pay £620 costs. He also got 
a driving ban. 

Speaking at the hearing last 
week, Sandwell Council’s 
licensing chairman councillor 
Peter Allen said: “Any drink 
drive offence has to have been 
committed a long time ago for 
us to overlook it and we felt, in 
this case, it wasn’t long 
enough.”

by man, 29 

A MAN has admitted conning a 
pensioner from Great Barr out of 
£2,000 by claiming he was a 
building inspector who needed 
the money to carry out emergency 
repairs. 

Sammy Smith, from Arden Drive in 
Chelmsley Wood, turned up at the 87- 
year-old woman’s home on May 6 
asking to check work which had 
recently been carried out 
After spending just a few minutes 
in the loft he claimed the roof needed 
urgent remedial work to prevent a col¬ 
lapse and that the work would cost 
£ 2 , 000 . 

The victim was taken to a bank 
where she withdrew the cash and 
handed it over to Smith. 

Offence 

However, when it was reported to 
the police they linked 29-year-old 
Smith to a drink driving offence on 
April 25. 

Officers were able to link his van 
used in the offence to the Great Barr 
fraud and he was then arrested. 

Smith initially denied fraud by 
false representation but changed to a 
guilty plea at Birmingham Crown 
Court on December 1. 

Investigating officer, Dc Steve 
Oldbury, said: “There was a degree of 
pre-planning and intelligence 
involved as Smith was privy to infor¬ 
mation that the victim’s house had 
been worked on recently.” 

He was given conditional bail until 
January 12. 

NoW admits 
surveillance 
on MP Watson 

WEST Bromwich East Labour MP 
was put under surveillance by a 
private investigator working for the 
News of the World, it has been con¬ 
firmed. Lawyers for News Corpora¬ 
tion said Tom Watson was under 
surveillance for five days in 2009. 

In a letter to the Commons Culture, 
Media and Sport Committee, law firm 
Linklaters said three employees had 
been involved in commissioning 
private investigator Derek Webb to 
carry out the work. 

The firm, which represents News 
Corp’s management and standards 
committee (MSC), was responding 
after MPs submitted a further list of 
questions to James Murdoch follow¬ 
ing his last appearance before them 
last month. 

The committee sought information 
over allegations that all its members 
were put under surveillance by News 
of the World journalists and by 
private investigators employed by the 
now defunct newspaper for between 
three and 10 days in 2009. 

Linklaters said the MSC was cur¬ 
rently looking into the matter and its 
inquiries were not yet complete. 

However, there was information 
that Mr Watson, an outspoken critic of 
Rupert Murdoch’s media empire, was 
under surveillance by Mr Webb 
between September 28 and October 2. 


THIEVES have stolen nine cars in 
as many days after the owners left 
them defrosting during the recent 
cold snap. 

Mercedes and Audi models among 
the vehicles stolen from around the 
Black Country and Birmingham. 
West Midlands Police said they would 
now be using an undercover car kitted 
out with cameras in a bid to catch the 
thieves. 

Dubbed the “capture car”, the 
vehicle will be left defrosting and once 


a would-be thief tries to drive off in it, 
it will cut out and officers will swoop. 

Pc David Hammersley said: “We 
will also be driving around removing 
any keys found in insecure vehicles 
that have been left with their engines 
running. We will then approach the 
vehicle owners to offer crime preven¬ 
tion advice and best practice.” 

Among the thefts were an Audi A3 
from Great Barr and a Nissan Qash- 
qai from Smethwick, and a Vauxhall 
Meriva from an address in Walsall.

Benefits 
bill rises 
in borough 

A£56 MILLION rise in the amount 
of people that are claiming benefits 
across the West Midlands is a sad sign 
of things to come, MPs have warned. 

Soaring numbers of people claiming 
jobseekers allowance, income support 
and other handouts were blamed on 
the region’s huge unemployment race. 

In Warley, claims were £7.6m 
higher in 2010/11 than the year 
before. In West Bromwich East £7.2m 
more was claimed in 2010/11 than the 
previous year. In West Bromwich 
West, the bill rose by £2.6m. 

John Spellar, Labour MP for 
Warley, said: “It will be worse when 
the figures come out for 2011/12 
because Warley is in the top 30 con¬ 
stituencies for high unemployment 
and latest figures have shown that is 
constantly rising.” 

The rise has been the steepest in 
Cannock Chase in Staffordshire, 
where £15.7m more was claimed in 
2010/11 than the year before. 

Surprise 

Aidan Burley, Conservative MP for 
Cannock Chase, said: “This Govern¬ 
ment is reforming welfare, re-testing 
all those on incapacity benefit and 
employment support allowance and 
making sure that if you can work, you 
should work.” 

The largest bill was in Walsall 
North, where £92.6m was paid. David 
Winnick, Labour MP for the area, said: 
“The figures don’t surprise me. But I 
would point out that when Poundland 
opened a branch there were 500 people 
who applied for 20 jobs, which shows 
the wish to work. It is not a matter of 
funding the work shy.” 

Benefits claims also rose sharply in 
Wolverhampton. Wolverhampton 
South East Labour MP Pat McFadden 
said: “Unemployment in my con¬ 
stituency went up by 400 in the past 
year and the bad news is with the eco¬ 
nomic outlook the benefits bill is set to 
continue to rise.”

The latest move has seen 
2 Sisters buy Brookes Ava- 
na, which supplies chilled 
pizza, ready meals and pies 
from sites in South Wales 
and Leicester where it 
employs 2,000 people. 

Selling 

Premier Foods is selling 
the business to reduce its 
£1.27 billion debt pile, while 
Avana made a trading loss 
of £13.3 million in the first 
half of this year. 

Premier, which also 
makes Mr Kipling cakes, 
has also appointed bankers 
to sell Sarsons vinegar and 
Hartley’s jams. 

Mr Boparan has built 2 
Sisters into a £2.1 billion 
food group employing 
15,000 people in more than 
30 factories across the UK, 
Holland and Poland. 

He also owns the Harry 
Ramsden fish and chip shop 
chain.

BRIAN Dearn and Keith 
Llewellyn will never forget the 
day they shook hands with Sir 
John Hunt. 

The leader of the successful 1953 
British Expedition to Mount 
Everest was at West Bromwich 
Town Hall a year after his famous 
feat to present awards to pupils of 
George Salter High School. 

Both men were 15 and Brian was 
awarded the woodwork prize while 
Keith was presented with the metal¬ 
work award. 

Brian and Keith were among the 
former pupils of George Salter who 
attended a reunion at the school last 
week. 

Dozens of tables displayed old 
photos going back to when the school 
opened in 1932 and Brian and Keith 
discovered a picture showing them at 
the town hall in 1954 when they were 
preparing to receive their awards from 
the famous explorer. 

Exciting 

“We were both in the school choir, 
and we had learned a French song for 
the event called Le Chat a le Prome¬ 
nade - which roughly translates as ‘the 
cat is walking’,” says Keith, 72, who 
lives in Walsall Road, West Bromwich. 
“It was so embarrassing because it was 
a very simple song and we were all in 
awe of Sir John Hunt.” 

Brian, also 72, who lives in Bexley 
Grove, West Bromwich, says that in 
the pre-celebrity era, it was exciting to 
have someone like Sir John Hunt visit 
the school. 

“We all knew he had been some¬ 
where exciting, and this was in the 
days before everyone had television, so 
there was a real buzz in the school on 
that day,” says Brian, who used to be 
body shop manager at Sandwell 
Garage, is married to wife Janet and 
has one son, three grandchildren and 
three great-grandchildren. 


Keith, who is married to wife Maureen 
and has two children and two grandchil¬ 
dren, says the school had four houses which 
had colours associated with them. 

Raleigh house was green, Clive was 
yellow, Drake was blue and Scott red. 

“I was in Clive house, and Brian was in 
Raleigh, and you competed against each 
other in sports,” says Keith, who used to be 
an engineer with Musgrove and Green. 

“It was good because, if you weren’t aca¬ 
demic, then you felt great when you got a 
point for your house on the sports field. 

“I remember before we came to the school 
we were warned that the older children 
would put your arms through the railings 
and stick your head down the toilet — but 
none of that happened, and it was a good 
school to be at.” When George Salter School, 
now George Salter Academy, was built, West 
Bromwich was suffering from the effects of 
the Great Depression, so the builders, Tom 
Darrow and Son, agreed with the council to 


employ jobless local men as labourers. The 
first pupils entered the school in spring 
1932. Guests at the official opening, which 
took place in December that year, included 
the mayor and George Salter’s sister. 

The school was designed to take 480 boys 
and the same number of girls but the two 
sexes were kept apart throughout the day. 
Also at the reunion was historian Terry 
Price, who was at the school from 1949 to 
1953. 

Personalities 

Terry, who still has his prefect’s badge, his 
yellow house badge and his George Salter 
Science Club badge, says a few of the teach¬ 
ers had big personalities. 

“The first class I was in was led by Mr 
Samuels, who was a violin player,” says 
Terry, who lives in the Yew Tree Estate, West 
Bromwich. At lunchtime he would lock 
himself in the classroom and strut around 
playing his violin. All the children would 


look through the windows and make fun of 
him but it didn’t seem to bother him.” 

Terry says the headmaster at the time, 
Reg Turley, wanted the youngsters to be the 
best in West Bromwich. “He was obsessed 
with us being the best and winning as many 
trophies as possible in sports,” says Terry. 

Terry said the head’s ambition to be the 
best led to his pupils studying at a higher 
level than most. “In those days, grammar 
schools were considered the best, followed 
by secondary technical and secondary mod¬ 
erns,” he added. “George Salter was a sec¬ 
ondary modern but the head was keen to see 
us do well. 

“Most of us did well thanks to Mr Turley’s 
enthusiasm. In my class, there was Michael 
Thompson, who now owns a prosthetic limb 
company, and Michael Keasey, who is man¬ 
aging director of Lavenders aluminium 
casting company - so being in a secondary 
modern didn’t stop us from going on to 
bigger and better things.” 
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Housing

HUNDREDS of empty 
homes will be brought back 
into use under Sandwell 
Council plans have unveil¬ 
ed. The authority is offering 
to manage properties on 
behalf of owners if they let 
them to homeless families. 

There are 1,700 privately 
owned homes in the 
borough that have been left 
empty for between six 
months and several years.

“One of the projects being 
launched in the near future 
is a leasing scheme that 
would allow the council to 
manage properties for 
private owners to provide 
accommodation for home¬ 
less families.”

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Vacancies boost for 
region’s lorry drivers

THERE are hundreds of job vacancies 
for lorry drivers in Sandwell, new figures 
have revealed. The borough has among 
the highest number of vacancies in the 
country, more than doubling to 670. 

This is compared to 315 this time last year. 
JobCentre Plus said vacancies for heavy goods 
drivers across the country have rocketed, with 
30,661 jobs available. The majority of the roles 
are concentrated in the Midlands and the 
north of England. 

Road Haulage Association chief executive Geoff 
Dunning said the industry would grind to a halt 
without hauliers. 

“The UK economy is hugely dependent upon the 
road freight industry,” he said. “Therefore now, more 
than ever, it is essential that we maintain a skilled 
workforce. UK hauliers, quite literally, deliver the 
economy. 

“Without them the wheels of industry will grind to 
a halt. 

“The association’s own training school based at 
Peterborough make an active contribution. Just 
being able to drive a truck is no longer good enough.” 

Expand 

The minimum age for getting a licence to drive 
heavy trucks has been dropped from 21 to 18 to 
tempt more workers. 

Employment minister Chris Grayling, added: 
“There are tens of thousands of HGV driving jobs 
available across the country right now and it’s a 
sector that is likely to further expand over the next 
few years. 

“But just having the jobs available isn’t enough, 
we need to make sure people have the right skills.” 

But Paul Johnson, managing director of West 
Bromwich-based Transservice Express Transport 
Ltd, on Church Lane Industrial Estate, said figures 
were misleading. 

He said: “In this area, people have suffered 
through recession and I think if there are vacancies, 
they must be seasonal.” 

In Birmingham figures show there are 593 lorry 
driver jobs available in the city, which is a dip on last 
year’s 615. Warrington holds the most vacancies in 
the country with 806 jobs available, followed by Sand¬ 
well. In Stafford there are currently 443 vacancies.

MORE than a dozen family 
homes will be created on the site of 
a former pub in Oldbury if new 
plans submitted to planning bosses 
go ahead. 

Wood Green Homes has submitted a 
planning application to build 14 houses 
on the site of the former Londonderry 
pub, on the corner of Basons Lane and 
Queens Road. 

If given the go-ahead, all homes will 
contain four bedrooms, and 38 new car 
parking spaces will be created at the site. 
The old pub was boarded up last August. 

It was flattened in March after the 
Oldbury-based developer bought the land. 

Barron Virgo, who works for development 
agent Integrated Designs & Associates in 
Birmingham, said the homes would be built 
in Basons Road and Queens Road. 

“All the houses will be semi-detached but 
there will be two large ones built on the 
corner,” he added. 

Family 

Anew access road would be created oppo¬ 
site Ferguson Road to provide access to five 
of the new homes which will run at right 
angles to Basons Lane, according to a design 
and access statement submitted to 
Sandwell Council. 

Oldbury Councillor Mahboob Hussein 
said many residents had been sad to see the 
pub go when it closed but he said it was 
much better to have family homes on the 
land than leave it unused. 

“Any facility lost locally is always bad 
news but it is better somebody is coming up 
with a proposal,” he said. 

Smethwick Councillor Victor Silvester 
added: “The bowling green and the pub were 
popular but now they are gone it is defi¬ 
nitely better to have the land developed.” 

He added that larger family homes were 
needed in Smethwick because several gen¬ 
erations of families there tended to live 
together. 

A decision is expected by February 22.

Plan to axe wardens 
raises great concern 


MORE than 4,200 people have 
signed a petition against plans to 
cut the number of wardens in 
Sandwell. 

Former police investigator Bob Dunn, 
from Warley, has collected 4,242 signatures 
protesting against proposals to reduce the 
number of posts in the area from 33 to 18. 

Union bosses have also criticised the cuts, 
which would be carried out as part of a 
merger between the street and parks 
wardens services. 

The plans, which will save Sandwell 
Council £190,000-a-year, were put out to 
consultation by the authority’s neighbour¬ 
hood services advisory team. 

Reassurance 

Street wardens currently help tackle 
issues such as anti-social behaviour as well 
as patrolling streets to provide reassurance 
to the public and a deterrent to criminals. 

Park wardens have powers to issue fixed 
penalty notices for issues such as littering 
and dog fouling in parks but also offer 
advice and guidance on a range of issues to 
park users. 

There are currently less than 30 wardens 
covering the two services because some 
posts have been left vacant after employees 
left. 

The council will invite voluntary redun¬ 
dancies and look to relocate remaining 
wardens into the new scheme but compul¬ 
sory redundancies have not been ruled out. 

The proposal will now be discussed with 
trade unions, staff and members of the 
public in the next two months.

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Vandals cause £1,500 
of damage at memorial 

A CHURCH in Great Barr faces a 
repair bill of more than £1,500 for a war 
memorial vandalised metal thieves. 

Staff and parishioners at St Margaret’s 
Church, in Chapel Lane, will have to bear 
the cost of replacing two bronze plaques, 
which were forced from the wall outside the 
building. New polished granite tablets will 
be installed in their place. 

Bosses could claim off the insurance for a 
like-for-like replacement of the plaques, 
which contained the names of more than 50 
former residents who died during the First 
and Second World Wars. 

But having suffered four metal thefts in 
the last two years, they felt they had little 
choice but to replace them with granite after 
the last attack in June. 

They will be unable to claim any money 
for the work as a result. But church warden 
June Audbrook said: “St Margaret’s is in a 
very secluded area. We are not prepared to 
replace metal for metal just to have it stolen. 

The work will cost approximately £1,600 
and it is not likely to be repaired until the 
new year.” 

The church has had to take money out of 
its repair fund. But hopes of a swift repair to 
the memorial have been boosted after the 
church’s Explorer Scout troop raised £250 
from a cake sale and raffle, which the scout 
support group has agreed to match fund. 

Donations from local businesses have also 
boosted the coffers and Walsall-based 
funeral director Roy Quinton has offered to 
carry out the repair work at ‘cost price’, Mrs 
Audbrook added. 

Borough’s deprivation 
levels are getting worse 

DEPRIVATION levels in Sandwell have 
worsened in the past five years, with the 
borough climbing to be the 12th most 
deprived council area nationally. 

Sandwell Council was ranked the 16th 
worst local authority in 2004, which rose to 
14th in 2007 and has now reached 12th, 
according to figures. 

Councillor Ray Nock, leader of the 
borough’s Tory opposition group, said: “I am 
shocked the council must have known it’s 
been getting worse and cannot sort this 
mess.”

Appeal against murder is lost 


A THUG who murdered a former 
close friend outside his own front 
door in Oldbury after harbouring a 
grudge for more than a decade has 
failed in his appeal. 

Stephen Lai, 51, stabbed father-of- 
six Charles Kelly, 56, 14 times in Mar¬ 
shall Road in July last year. 

Lai, of St Luke’s Road, Wednesbury, 
was convicted of murder at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court in April this 
year and handed a life sentence with a 
minim um term of 24 years to serve. 


He appealed against the sentence, 
arguing the murder conviction was 
‘unsafe’. 

But Lord Justice Laws, sitting with 
Mr Justice Owen and Mr Justice Had- 
don-Cave at London’s Criminal Appeal 
Court, last week threw his case out. 

Stabbed 

The court heard that, on the night of 
the killing, Mr Kelly answered a knock 
at the door of his home and was 
stabbed many times in the back and 
chest. 


A silver car had been seen in the 
vicinity shortly before the attack, 
which prosecutors said was driven by 
Lai. 

Lai and Mr Kelly had formerly been 
good friends, until falling out after 
Lai was given a nine-year sentence for 
an axe attack on a pub landlord in 
1994. 

Lai argued he was the victim of a 
case of mistaken identity. But Lord 
Justice Laws said: “He had a grudge 
and the murderous attack was carried 
out as an act of revenge.” 


Hospitals 
prepare for 
homeless 

HUNDREDS of homeless 
people are expected to be 
admitted to Sandwell and 
City Hospitals with hypo¬ 
thermia and other cold- 
related illnesses. More than 
3,800 people are officially 
homeless in Birmingham 
and Sandwell. 

Last winter, 647 homeless 
people were admitted to the 
hospitals’ A&E depart¬ 
ments with hypothermia or 
trench foot, increased respi¬ 
ratory illnesses and 
increased dehydration and 
other illnesses made worse 
by the cold. Of these, 184 
were critically ill. 

Now staff at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust, which 
runs both hospitals, is 
encouraging people to 
donate warm clothing and 
sleeping bags to help those 
living on the streets. 

Organiser Rev Ann 
Stevenson, who has coordi¬ 
nated shoebox appeals in 
the past, said: “Why not fill 
a carrier bag to help people 
in our community who are 
not as lucky as we are?” 

Carrier bags with items 
can be left at the chapel on 
the second floor of Sandwell 
Hospital.

A treatment pioneered in Portugal that offers 
denture wearers teeth that never have to be 
taken out for cleaning is arriving at the clinic 
in the New Year.

Council workers 
complain about 
heating system 


STAFF at Sandwell 
Council offices have com¬ 
plained to bosses about 
headaches and tiredness 
after control of their 
heating system was cen¬ 
tralised. 

Previously there were a 
number of control panels 
used to adjust the heating at 
Sandwell Council House in 
Oldbury but now there is just 
one. And this has prompted 
complaints from workers, 
who say the change is affect¬ 
ing their health. 

It has been suggested about 
100 calls a day are being made 
about the problem. Sandwell 
Council is investigating. 

Writing on the internet blog of 
council chief executive Jan 
Britton, one worker posted: “I 
want to ask a question about the 
heating in this building. 

“I am based in the ASB Team 
on the first floor of Oldbury 
Council House. 

“Since the control of the 
heating/air conditioning has 
been dealt with centrally either 
the heating is so hot that we have 
to keep asking for it to be turned 
off or we have to open a window. 

“This morning the curators 
said that they are having about 
100 calls a day about this.” 

She added: “In addition I have 


been working late and it will sud¬ 
denly come on at about 5.30pm 
when the office is more or less 
empty and it will still be going at 
6.30pm until 7pm. 

“Staff are complaining about 
feeling tired, headaches, and 
they feel it is an unhealthy 
atmosphere. 

“Is this really saving money? 

“I think you need to look at the 
heating bills, we are all recom¬ 
mended to turn down the heating 
by one degree to save money. This 
morning it was 25 degrees in our 
office.” 

Sandwell Council confirmed 
the changes had been made to 
enable the authority to use fuel 
more effectively and said it was 
investigating. 

Adjusting 

Sandwell Council chief execu¬ 
tive Jan Britton said: “There 
have been some complaints about 
heating in the council house 
building and we are looking into 
it. 

“We have moved a lot of new 
staff into the building recently 
and we are adjusting the heating 
and ventilation.” 

Councillor Ray Nock, leader of 
Sandwell Council’s opposition 
Conservative group, said: “It 
needs to get its own house in 
order, control its own energy 
spending and involve staff in dis¬ 
cussions.”

DEFEAT PILES ON 
ALBION PRESSURE 


ALBION 1 WIGAN 2 

AS the dust settled on another home 
defeat for Albion, it was tough to know 
whose verdict was hardest to fathom. 

If Roy Hodgson’s post-match positivity 
was puzzling, the full-time boos that rang 
around The Hawthorns were equally baf¬ 
fling. As so often, reality for the Baggies lay 
somewhere on the middle ground. 

Their up-and-down display against a strug¬ 
gling Wigan side was not as impressive as their 
head coach suggested. 

Nor was it bad enough to justify the jeers from 
an increasingly impatient Albion fanbase. 

The troubling truth that neither could dispute 
was the end result — a hugely disappointing 
defeat in a game that was there for the taking 
against opponents who were ripe for the picking. 

A costly loss in a match they really should 
have won piles on the pressure for Saturday’s 
crucial trip to Blackburn, and leaves them 
needing against-the-odds points from their 
testing Christmas programme to avoid starting 
2012 in a tricky spot. 

Yet it should have been so different. If the 
fixture on paper screamed “opportunity” for 
Hodgson and his men, the early evidence on the 
field was even more encouraging and suggested 
the hosts could triumph comfortably. 

Angered 

They created enough decent openings in an 
odd 90 minutes to send the limited Latics home 
with another defeat to add to their lengthy list of 
setbacks. 

But that just made the eventual scoreline 
harder to take for the Baggies. Hodgson had 
every right to feel pleased with his players’ dom¬ 
inant start and proud of their spirited ending as 
they hit their visitors with sustained pressure in 
the hunt for an equaliser. 

Yet a mid-game slump that angered the 
Hawthorns faithful cost Albion dearly. 

When they sit down to analyse how they threw 
away a victory that looked to be within their 
grasp, they with have nothing to blame but their 
own carelessness. 

They failed to capitalise on their early domi¬ 
nance and the 33rd-minute lead that arrived 
from the unlikely source of Steven Reid’s right 
boot. 

They allowed their standards to drop and 
handed the Latics two of the softest goals they 
will concede all season. 

Add the fact Hodgson’s men squandered a 
handful of excellent chances to rescue at least a 
point meant they were left with a depressing 
recipe for defeat. 

Defeat, thanks largely to their own shortcom¬ 
ings, was precisely what they got. It hardly

looked likely in the early stages, as a struggling 
Wigan side failed to impose themselves and 
allowed the Baggies to play through them and 
around them at will for the first 30 minutes. 

Hodgson’s side might have scored twice in the 
opening three minutes. 

First Peter Odemwingie and Chris Brunt, two 
men whose low-key overall displays would later 
be a source of disappointment, combined with 
the former’s cross turned over the bar by the 
latter at the far post. 

And then, when a James Morrison free-kick 
was cleared to the edge of the box and Brunt con¬ 
nected with a fabulous left-footed strike, only a 
fine fingertip save from Latics keeper Ali A1 
Habsi to divert the ball onto the bar denied the 
Baggies captain the opening goal. 

Jerome Thomas was frustrated by a deflection 
off Gary Caldwell that sent a shot over the bar 
after a clever touch had taken the wideman past 
Ronnie Stam. 

So there was a palpable sense of relief when 
the breakthrough finally came as Long was 
pulled back 25 yards from goal, an eagle-eyed 


linesman spotted the offence and full-back Reid 
stepped up to bend a fantastic free-kick over the 
Wigan wall and past A1 Habsi. 

That goal should have driven the hosts to a 
convincing scoreline. Instead it heralded the 
start of a depressing half-hour that cost them 
any points. 

First they missed a series of chances to clear 
their lines and saw Mohamed Diame’s cross fall 
for former Baggies target Victor Moses to curl an 
excellent effort into the top corner for 1-1 on 37 
minutes. 

Reaction 

Then Reid undid his earlier good work when a 
flat-footed challenge on Moses on 57 allowed 
Jordi Gomez to beat Foster from the penalty spot 
for 2-1. Long, Paul Scharner and Jonas Olsson 
all had excellent headed chances late on but not 
one of the trio did enough to stretch A1 Habsi. 

Graham Dorrans was booked for diving when, 
on another day, he might have won a penalty for 
David Jones’ challenge. 

Yet ultimately Albion were architects of their 



own downfall. And while the full-time reaction 
from the stands was over the top, the Baggies 
only had themselves to blame. 

Hodgson said after the game: “It was one of 
those strange games where I’m quite pleased 
with the performance, in particular the second 
half, when I think we played extremely well. 

“I don’t think we can play a lot better than 
that. Yet still we conceded a goal with their only 
sortie into our penalty area. 

“After that we were 2-1 down and we really 
took the game to them. The ball was dancing 
around that six-yard box, the keeper was 
making saves and people were getting blocks at 
corner after corner. 

“It was one of those where you thought ‘if we 
keep playing like this a goal has got to come’. But 
it didn’t and Wigan rode that situation to come 
away with a victory. 

Wigan manager Roberto Martinez said: “I 
couldn’t be any prouder of the players after that 
performance. The way we defended in that 
second half was fantastic, but also in the first 
half I felt we were magnificent. 

“It was one of those games 
where you have to show 
many different aspects in 
your play. 

“First and foremost, we 
had to take the sting out of 
the game and play like we 
do at home — keeping the 
ball and opening West 
Brom’s two banks of four. I 
feel we did that very, very 
well and it took an out¬ 
standing free-kick for them 
to score. 

“From then on it was a 
real test of character, and 
one that we came through 
with flying colours.” 


Misfiring 
striker still 
a danger 
says boss 

ALBION boss Roy Hodgson 
looks set to stick with striker Peter 
Odemwingie despite the Niger¬ 
ian’s misfiring return from injury. 

Last season’s leading scorer suffered 
a disappointing day in Saturday’s 2-1 
defeat to Wigan after being recalled to 
partner summer signing Shane Long 
in attack. 

But Hodgson gave his backing to the 
pairing and offered words of encour¬ 
agement to Odemwingie despite a flat 
display on his first start since being 
sidelined by a knee problem. 

“It’s understandable,” said Hodgson. 
“He’s been out for quite a while. 

“It was good he could play for 75 
minutes because I still think he is a 
dangerous player. We had a lot of the 
ball and he had a lot of the ball. 

“It didn’t fall for him on this occasion 
but it’s good for him that he was in 
there where it matters. It’s good to see 
him receiving the ball in areas where 
he is going to be under pressure. 

Hodgson refused to criticise fans 
who booed his decision to replace Yous- 
souf Mulumbu with Graham Dorrans 
in the second half instead of substitut¬ 
ing Odemwingie. 

Hopes 

“Mulumbu is a popular player so the 
crowd are as they are,” he said. 

“That’s how they’re encouraged to be 
now. If they are watching their team at 
home and losing, then they are encour¬ 
aged to boo. 

“We had high hopes for this season 
and at the moment we haven’t got our¬ 
selves going in terms of points to 
satisfy those high hopes. 

“So we have to accept that until we 
get ourselves near enough to the 
middle of the table there will be boos if 
we don’t win matches at home.” 

And Hodgson declined to comment 
on a late penalty appeal that saw 
Graham Dorrans booked for diving 
when replays suggested he might have 
been fouled by David Jones. 

“I’m under strict instructions from 
my wife to leave out talking about 
penalties,” joked the Baggies boss. 

“I’m too honest in those situations 
and it’s very galling to have to keep 
talking about those things.” 

I’m to blame 
admits Reid 

GOAL-HERO Steven Reid admitted 
the blame for Albion’s Hawthorns 
defeat to Wigan. The experienced full¬ 
back scored a spectacular first goal of 
the season when he put the Baggies 1- 
0 up with a stunning free-kick.
